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DETAILED ACTION 



Information Disclosure Statement 
1 . The information disclosure statement filed 12/2/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) ttie invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1 ,9,40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Raymond et al 4,376,382. 

Raymond et al clearly teach a lock cylinder comprising a wafer tumbler assembly 
including a base element 18 having an opening for receiving a key, a rider element 20, 
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wherein the base and rider elements have engageable tab and slot teeth formations 
which disengage to allow re-keying of the lock with re-keying tools in the form of keys, 
and a biased/flexible (34) coupling element (24/32/teeth). Note that the 27-31 method 
steps of claims 2 are clearly taught by Raymond et al. . 

4. Claims 24,25,27-29.31 -33,44-46,52,55-57,60 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Herdman 2003/0084692. 

Herdman teaches a lock cylinder comprising a rekeying slot 74 offset from the 
key slot axis to receive a rekeying tool 76 to disengage a first and second wafer 
tumblers 30,32 having engaging teeth formations 38,40 to allow receding of the lock. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 2, 1 3,21 ,41 are rejected under 36 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Raymond et al 4,376,382 in view of Bolton 5,765,417. 

Bolton teaches a lock cylinder comprising two sets of tumbler assemblies 41 ,42 
actuated by two key portions 102,102'. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide the cylinder of Raymond et al with two sets of tumblers as 
taught by Bolton to further enhance the security of the lock by making picking of the lock 
more difficult. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-8,10,11,14-20,22.23,26,47-51,53,54,58.59 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 

8. Claims 34-39.42,43 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 ,9. 1 2, 1 3,21 ,24,25,27-29,31 - 
33.40.41,44-46,52,55-57,60 have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground{s) of rejection. 

In response to applicant's amendments and remarks, the aforementioned claims 
stand rejected in view of the previously cited Raymond and Bolton references and the 
newly cited Herdman reference which clearly teaches an offset rekeying slot and tool. It 
is noted with regard to claim 1 , that the teeth integral with the rider element 20 of 
Raymond anticipate the claimed integral coupling element. Accordingly, the 
aforementioned claims stand finally rejected.
